Colonel Robert G. Ingersoll, who 
was here recently on legal business, 
was interviewed prior to his depart- 
ure for the East. 

‘It is said that in the past four or 
five years you have changed or modi- 
fied your views upon the subject of re- 
ligion ; is this so?’’ asked the corre- 
spo ndent. Mi 

“It is notso. The only change is, 
if that can be called a change, that 
Iam more perfectly satisfied that I 
am right—satisfied that what is 
called orthodox religion is a simple 
fabrication of mistaken men; satis- 
fied that there is no such thing as an 
inspired book and never will be; 
satisfied that a miracle never was 
and never will be performed; satis- 
fied that no human being knows 
whether there is a God or not, 
whether there is anothef life or not; 
satisfied that the scheme of atone- 
ment is a mistake, that the innocent 
cannot by su@ering for the guilty, 
atone for the guilt; satisfied that the 
doctrine that salvation depends on 
belief is cruel and absurd; satisfied 
that the doctrine of eternal punish- 
ment is infamously false; satisfied 
that superstition is of no use to the 
human race; satisfied that humanity 
is the only true and real religion. 
No, sir, have not modified my 
views. I detect new absurdities ev- 
ery day inthe popular belief. Every 
day the whole thing becomes more 
and more absurd. Of course there 
are hundreds and thousands of most 
excellent people who believe in or- 
thodox religion—people for whose 
good qualities I have the greatest re- 
spect; people who have good ideas 
on most other subjects—good citi- 
zens, good fathers, husbands, wives, 
and children—good in spite of their 
religion. I do not attack people. 
I attack the mistakes of people. Or- 
thodoxy is getting weaker every 
day.”’ 

**Do you believe in the existence 
of a Supreme Being ?’’ 

**I do not believe in any Supreme 

rsonality, nor in any Supreme Be- 
ng who made the universe and gov- 
erns nature. I do not say that there 
is nosuch Being—all I say is that I 
do not believe that such a Being 
exists. I know nothing on the sub- 
ject, except that I know that I do 
not know and that nobody else knows. 
But if there be such a Being He cer- 
tainly never wrote the Old Testa- 
ment. You will understand my 
position. I do not say that a Su- 
preme Being does not exist, but I 
do say that I do not believe such a 
Being exists. The universe—embrac- 
ing all that is—all atoms, all stars, 
each grain of sand and all the con- 
stellations, each thought and dream 
of animal and man, all matter and 
all force, all doubt and all belief, all 
virtue and all crime, all joy and all 
pain, all growth and all decay—is all 
there is. It does not act because it 
is moved from without. It acts from 
within. It is actor and subject, 
means and end. It is infinite; the 
infinite could not have been created. 
It is indestructible and that which 
cannot be destroyed was not created. 
I am a Pantheist.”’ 

** Don’t you think the belief of the 
agnostic is more satisfactory to the 
believer than that of the atheist?’’ 

“ There is no difference. The ag- 
nostic is an atheist. The atheist is 
an agnostic. The agnostic says: ‘I 
do not know, but I do not believe 
there is any God.’ The atheist says 
the same. The orthodox Christian 


_ says he knows there is a God; but 


we know that he does not know. He 
simply believes. He cannot know. 
The atheist cannot know that a God 
does not exist.’’ 

**Haven’t you just the faintest 
glimmer of a hope that in some fu- 
ture state you will meet and be re- 
united to those who are dear to you 
in this ?’’ 

** I have no particular desire to be 
destroyed. I am willing to go to 
Heaven, if there be such a place, and 
enjoy myself forever and ever. It 
would give me infinite satisfaction to 
know that all mankind are to be 
happy forever. Intidels love their 
wives and children as well as Chris 
tiave dotheirs. I have never said a 
word against Heaven—never said a 
word against the idea of immortality.

The Cullom Bill. 

WASHINGTON, January 11. 
s@Tihe Inter-State Commerce bill was 
debated in the Senate yesterday prin- 
cipally on the question of long and 
short hauls, 

Wr, Cullom said: AsI understand 
them the ‘“‘words, circumstances and 
conditions,’’ mean conditions that 
govern railway traffic and circum- 
stances under which it is transported.

exactly the same in any two cases, and 
they might also be able to show that 
they were not similar, but the words 
substantially similar, impart enough 
latitude to enable courts to exercise 
sound discretion and common sense 
in passing upon cases that may arise. 
So far as any one railroad company is 
concerned, therefore, the sum which 
it may charge for a haul from one end 
ofits road tothe other end, becomes 
the maximum amount itcan charge 
for any shorter haul over that road in 
the same direction and under similar 
circumstances and conditions. But 
the question that seems to trouble 
those who object to the section as it 
stands is, whether the maximum thus 
fixed isthe amount whicha railway 
company charges upon shipments 
originating at and destined to points 
upon its own line, o: whether the 
maximum is that which it accepts as 
its share of through rate upon ship- 
ments passing over its road which 
originates at or are destined to points 
upon another road. It seems clear to 
me that there can be but one answer 
to that question. In the first place the 
measure of charge that may be made 
for a2 shorter distance is the sum 
that is charged fora longer distance 
over the same line and under substan- 
tially similar circumstances and con- 
diiions. The rates fixed by a railroad 
company between points upon its own 
road, are clearly rates upon one line. 
or in the terms of the bill, the same 
line. A railroad company can make 
and control rates upon its own rod, 
and the sections say that in making 
such rates, the short-haul principle 
shall be observed, I am satisfied, 
therefore, that the only construction is 
that instead of requiring rates to be 
measured by the percentage of a 
threagh rate, which a road accepts, or 
of requiring through rates over con- 
necting roads to be an aggregation of 
local rates over each road as some 
have claimed, the section as it stands, 
simply requires that each railroad 
company sha!l observe the short-haul 
principle as to its own rates, and that 
the same principle sball aiso be ob- 
served by a combination of railroad 
points upon their roads agreed upon

ELECTRICAL AMALGAMATION 


A Public Exhibition of How it is 
Done. 

The Virginia Chronicle says: 
District Attorney Huffaker, Prof. 
F. F. Fielding, chief of the Con. 
Virginia assay office; W.G.Phipps, 
late assayer for the Paradise Val- 
ley Mining Company, and J. M. 
Douglass, the Comstock capitalist, 
visited Dayton yesterday, at the 
invitation of Dr. J. H. Rae, to wit- 
ness a practical testof his patent 
electrical process for preventing 
quicksilver from flouring or eseap- 
ing from pans and settlers during 
the process of ama!gamating the 
pulp from ore crushings. The doc- 
tor took five pounds of pulp in pro- 
cess of amalgamation from the set- 
tlers at the Douglass mill, and after 
showing his guests the floured 
quicksilver mixed with it, placed it 
inan ordinary iron prospec! pan. 
He thep applied a negative pole, or 
wire, to the bottom «of the material 
in the pan, and a positive pole to 
the surface of the water covering 
the pulp. The electric current was 
then applied with a battery and 
kept up for five bours. The sand 
was then removed through the pan- 
ning process and the bottom and 
sides of the pan were found thickly 
coated with amalgam, ‘wh.ch, 
when scraped together, separated 
from the quicksilver, which was 
found in its natural globularized 
state. The doctor then amalgam- 
ated a smaller quantity of pulpina 
copper pan by the same process in 
15 minu.es. He claims that he can 
go into any quartz mill with his 
electrical process and, without 
making any altercation whatever 
in the pans or settlers, can save 50 
per cent. of the quicksilver that now 
escapes during the process of amal- 
gamatiou, and that by altering the 
pans aud settlers at a small cost, be 
can save 80 per cent. of the quan- 
tity now escaping, which is esti- 
mated at one pound of quicksilver 
to each ton of pulp.

Insect Smevi.—In an extensive 
series of experiments by Prof. 
Graber, insects and many other In- 
vertebrates percéived odors much 
more quickly and acutely than the 
vertebrates tested (birds and rep- 
tiles). The antenne proved to be 
not the only organs of smell in in- 
sects, although these appear to be 
essential to the perception of some 
fine odors. In some cases the palpi 
of the mouth-organs are more senési- 
tive than the antennez, but percep- 
tion of smell through the stigmata 
or respiratory organs is not rapid 
nor im portant. 

Percertion or Corors.—Sensa- 
tions of vision require a definite 
time of exposure of the retina, 
which time Mr. J. M. Cattell, of the 
University of Leipsic, finds to be 
considesslily dependent on_ the 
nature of the object and intensity of 
the light. It varies with the several 
colors. Orange gives the quickest 
impression on the eye, and yellow 
closely follows it; then comes blue, 
red, and. green, while the retina is 
least sensitive to violet light, the 
time for which is from two to three 
times as long as for orange. By 
lamp-light, the ey® works more 
slowly than by daylight, and the 
order of perceiving colors is changed 
to orange, red, yellow, violet ana 
blue. , 

Resvuurs or ExGuise SANtTatTion.— 
Improved health laws appear to 
have produced remarkable results in 
England and Wales, a decided re- 
duction in the death-rate having 
now been maintained for ten years, 
and been much greater during the 
second half of that period than in 
the first. So great has been the re- 
cent reduction that, as the registrar- 
general points out, more than 281,- 
000 persons survived the last five 
years whore deaths would have been 
recorded had the mean rate of mor- 
tality been equal to that prevailing 
in the ten years, 1871-80. The 
effect of longevity has been indi- 
cated by Mr. Noel Humphrey, who 
states that the reduction in the 
death-rate from 22.5 in 1838-54, to 
20.8 in 1876-80 has added two years 
to the life of every male born, and 
three years and a half to that of 
every female.
